claimed in claims 1 , 9 and 1 6, the features of claim 5 of a generator component 
configured to invalidate and validate server and local runtime objects to retrieve a 
requested one of the server and local runtime objects and to regenerate the requested 
runtime object conditional upon the retrieved runtime object's validity, the features of 
claims 6 and 13 of having at least one pointer configured to identify from the plurality of 
local runtime objects a local runtime object including an original checksum attribute with 
the at least one pointer configured to include a copy of the original checksum attribute 
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associated with the local runtime object that the at least one pointer is configured to 
identify, the features of claims 7 and 14 of determining if a plurality of server runtime 
objects include a valid copy of the requested runtime object based on a generator 
component and if it is determined that the plurality of server runtime objects include the 
copy of the requested runtime object determining if the plurality of local runtime objects 
include a runtime object that corresponds to the valid copy of the requested runtime 
object.
